PUTTING A TRADE ON A BETTER 
FOUNDATION 


Ir has always been assumed that only in 
times of commercial stringency did business 
rid itself of weaknesses. It is in times of 
financial stress that the “weaker brothers” of 
every trade, the price-cutters, the firms with 
insufficient capital or inexperienced manage- 
ment, the sufferers from the dry rot that 
comes of age and the speculative rashness that 
comes of youth, are all weeded out. It takes 
stern self-denial and a solid basis of efficient 
management to weather the storm and business 
comes out of it chastened and strengthcned. 

But in a far different way but in probably no 
less degree does a period of prosperity, such 
as that we have been and still are experiencing, 
strengthen business and enable it to rid itself 
of obsolete customs and discredited practices. 
Some of these have grown up as a direct 
result of the increasingly keen competition 
which has been the outstanding feature of 
manufacturing and merchandizing in the last 
two or three decades. For, curiously, competi- 
tion does not always make for efficiency : some- 
times it tends actually to foster inefficiency. 

Slow turnovers and long credits are, for 
example, universally considered the earmarks 
of slovenly selling. Yet where, in any trade, 
competition is keen, there is a constant ten- 
dency for the buyer to demand, and for the 
seller to be obliged to grant, longer and longer 
credit terms, with the consequent overstocking 
and slow turnover almost sure to result. Hav- 
ing once, for any reason, granted long credit, 
reform is not easy. All wholesalers may 


recognize the growing evil; but no one dares 
alienate his customers by taking the forward 


step; and concerted action is very difficult to 
obtain. 








|

If, however, this trade comes to boom times, 
the “seller’s” market when buyers grow im- 
portunate and sellers dictatorial, then is the 
time to institute reform. And not merely in 
credit but in every other abuse—and every 
trade has them—that cries for correction. 
The paper trade of the country was unques- 
tionably in a retrograde condition four years 
ago. Manufacturers and dealers alike seemed 
willing to go to any excess im extending credit. 
Fly-by-night publishers with 8 x 10 offices were 
offered thousands of dollars paper credit with 
six months to a year to pay for it in; and in 
every periodical bankruptcy “paper people” 
were practically sure to have the lion’s share 
of the liabilities. 

Now this was bad for the paper trade, but 
it was unquestionably just as bad for the pub- 
lishing business; for the reputable publisher 
had always to face the unfair competition of 
the publisher who never pretended to pay his 
bills. Furthermore the publisher, having re- 
ceived the credit that enabled him to do it, 
was forced, by competition again, to grant 
longer and longer terms to the retail trade. 
who in turn Sometimes it is good for a 
trade to be pulled up short. We do not believe 
that present paper prices are justified by actual 
conditions; we do believe that many paper 
houses have made and are making enormous 
profits at the expense of the publishers. But 
we also believe that, if the paper people will 
seize this opportune time to set their house in 
order, the publishing trade will ultimately 
profit thereby and the present paper crisis, 
which the publishers are struggling to weather 
as best they can, will not be for them an 
entirely unmixed evil. 

This does not mean of course that no credit 
extension is justifiable. It often is; but the 
extension of credit is primarily a banking 
function, not a manufacturing or merchandiz- 
ing function. Every trade would be infinitely 
stronger if for example it were the unexcep- 
tionable rule that open accounts in thirty days 
were almost automatically put on a negotiable, 
interest-bearing basis; and if it were banking 
custom to discount endorsed commercial paper 
of this sort, however the individual 
items. If these equally inviolate 
custom, bore each month an increasing rate of 





small 
notes, by 
interest and were by the same custom, auto- 
matically and absolutely due in four months, 
would not all trade be on a stronger basis? 

But the credit problem is but one, important 
because every phase of business faces it. Each 
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suffers from abuses that cry for remedy and 
customs whose abolition or betterment would 
leave it stronger. As a matter of fact the 
text of these remarks was a communication 
from a well-known edition bindery, one of the 
largest and most efficiently conducted in: the 
country, regarding certain long-standing cus- 
toms of that trade which this house desired 
to see corrected. That the unusual conditions 
existing in the bindery trade at present make 
this the propitious time for change seems to 
this bindery likely. It urges its competitors 
to put into effect reforms in practice in which 
it has already taken the initiative. 

To any who prefer da la carte to table @héte 
service the reforms in trade practice suggested 
seem not unreasonable. It has been the long- 
standing practice, as publishers well know, 
for binders to receive printed flat sheets from 
printers, to bind up part at once and to hold 
the remainder, sometimes actually for years, 
awaiting the publisher’s further order. This 
binder, and an increasing number of other 
binders, contends that the binder should be 
allowed at his convenience to fold, gather and 
sew this sheet stock, and advances several 
good reasons for the contention. In case of 
fire and water damage, or of partial loss of 
stock, in the old case one signature might be 
ruined, thus spoiling the entire unbound edi- 
tion; under the new plan it would mean only 
that a fraction of the edition would be lost. 
Furthermore, claims the binder, sewed books 
are more easily and safely stored, handled and 
shipped; and he adds that on all stored stock 
held for the publisher the latter should, after 
six months, pay storage charges. 

Nor does this seem unreasonable. Sooner 
or later in some form the customer must of 
course pay for storage, and it is surely fairer 
that each publisher pay for his own. The pub- 
lisher who “remainders” his unsalable stock 
promptly should not be forced to pay for the 
storage of the publisher who holds on for 
years to his luckless “plugs.” Furthermore, 
as always, abuse tends to foster abuse: if he 
is obliged to pay storage the procrastinating 
publisher will tend to “clean up” more fre- 
quently, and unsold stock is just exactly as 
bad for the publisher as it is for the book- 
seller. That this is the way it actually works 
out is best proved by the fact that where a 
storage charge is enforced there is seldom 
opportunity to enforce it! 

In this or any other sincere attempt to re- 
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trade has special problems of its own; each | form established trade customs but one thing 


seems to us essential: that the customer in 
every case clearly understands that he is buying 
under the changed conditions. If the changes 
sought are sound and wise, and the customer 
knows what he is doing, they are bound event- 
ually to establish themselves. 





Tue editorial from the Engineering News 
which we reprint in part elsewhere in this 
issue of the PustisHers’ WEEKLY is not with- 
out force, and points out a danger in the 
proposed zone system for periodical mailing 
which may not have been fully appreciated. 
Printed matter is a unique commodity: it 
obeys no laws but its own, but to them it is 
nicely sensitive. Such a zone system as that 
proposed would throw an immense burden of 
trouble and expense upon periodical pub- 
lishers, quite aside from the increase of rate 
proposed. If increase of rate be just—and 


| we have never said that some increase would 


not be just—why make it unduly cumbrous 
and unnecessarily annoying? Why not try 
out, as a matter of cost and of revenue, an 
obvious, natural and defensible discrimination 
between local matter delivered from the peri- 
odical’s own office of publication or a neigh- 
boring zone (which would include most news- 
papers) and out-of-town matter (on which two 
or more train transfers and a train haul are 
required). Any extreme sort of zone system 
threatens the danger which the Engineering 
News emphasizes. Surely sectionalism, pro- 
vincialism of any sort, is the last thing this 
far-flung country of ours should foster; and 
seemingly an effective way of encouraging 
this is the bill which we understand at 
present under consideration in the House of 
Representatives. Nor can any sort of in 
crease of rate of any kind whatsoever be 
considered in the slightest degree defensible 
so long as the free-delivery-by-the-government 
graft of one selected class of periodicals is 
permitted to continue!

THE use of comparative prices in advertis- 
ing current books is now happily little more 
than a memory in the book-trade. A very 
few price cutters, mainly large department 
stores, still ostensibly consider open price 
slashing on books good policy, but they are 
conspicuous rather as a relic of a passing 
régime than as any real menace to the trade 
as a whole. Perhaps it is just because the 
department stores are—for obvious reasons— 
the last to give up the tempting bait of ad- 
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vertising comparative prices that the more 
advanced merchants in every line welcome the 
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repudiation of these very methods that is | 


going forward in the department stores 
of the country. Such a house as B 
Altman & Co. long ago adopted this policy 


of advertising. Among the latest converts are | 


three of St. Louis’ leading stores. The Stix, 
Baer & Fuller Dry Goods Co. and Sonnen- 
feld’s took the lead in that city last fall only 


sellers and publishers simultaneously. For 
the most part German publishers also main- 
tain an auslieferungslager (delivery stock) 
at their agent’s, that is, a handy stock of 
such works as are in general demand, which 
further simplifies the execution of business 
thru Leipzig. 

Take the case of a Cologne bookseller from 
whom books are ordered which have been 


| published in Berlin, Vienna, Stuttgart, Zurich 


to be followed by Schmitz & Shroder who | 


announced a few days later that they agreed 
thoroly with the new policy of their com- 
petitors and that they, too, would “discon- 
tinue the use of comparative prices in their 
advertising.” 





For several years we have ventured to call 
the attention of the trade to the possibility of 
featuring books as gifts for St. Valentine’s 
day. Surely books can express a sentiment 
more appropriately than either candy or 
flowers! It will take but a little pushing to 
make them seem the logical Valentine favor— 
as indeed they should be; and the bookseller 
might better be selling a limp leather “poet” 
at $1.25 or a suitable illustrated holiday book 
at $3 than a crude “comic” post card at a cent 
or a tinsel sentimental card at ten cents. 
Baker & Taylor, and, we believe also the 
Bobbs-Merrill Company as usual, are showing 


books in Valentine dresses, thus meeting the 


bookseller half way in this matter. 





In our review of the publishing activity of 
the year, printed last week, we inadvertently 
omitted one of the most promising and lusty 
of the infant publishers, the Menzies Publish- 
ing Company, Inc., New York. This com- 
pany was launched in October with consider- 
able éclat, and reports no little success for 
its first venture. 


THE GERMAN BOOK-TRADE AS IT 
PASSES THRU LEIPZIG.* 


By Dr. Paut RotH 
ORDERING THRU LIEPZIG 


THE centralization of commercial dealings 
in the book-trade in Leipzig is chiefly seen 
in the system of ordering thru Leipzig and 
in the settlement of accounts at Leipzig. 

With a few rapidly disappearing excep- 
tions, all German and also many foreign book- 
sellers and publishers have their kommission- 
dre, or agents in Leipzig, Generally, of course, 
. a Rommissionadr represents a number of book-

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and Paris, but which are not in stock at 
Cologne. The Cologne bookseller fills out 
order forms for these books addressed to the 
publishers in question, and sends a Sammel- 
brief (collective letter) containing these or- 
der-forms, every day or every two or three 
days, to his kommissiondr in Leipzig. Should 
the agent happen to be also the agent of the 
publisher of the books ordered, and should 
he perhaps be also entrusted with the de- 
livery of these books, it is evident that the 
ordering becomes a very simple matter. But 
w> are taking the general case that the agent 
or agents of the publishers in question are not 
identical with the agent of the bookseller. 
This publisher’s agent must first be placed in 
possession of the order-forms. This is not 
done by sending the order-forms—of which 
many thousands arrive daily in Leipzig—back- 
wards and forwards separately by hand, but 
by means of the Bestellanstalt (order depart- 
ment), which was founded by the Verein der 
Buchhandler zu Leipzig in 1842. To this 
place all order-forms are sent, where they 
are sorted out according to the agents oi the 
various publishers, by whom they are cleared 
several times a day. How immense is the 
amount of labor saved hereby is shown by 
the fact that after the founding of the de- 
partment the same work was done by four 
men that had hitherto occupied 75 employees 
of the various firms. 

The publisher’s agent now takes the books 
ordered from him from the publisher’s de- 
livery stock, which is added to by the 
publisher from time to time as _ required. 
If the publisher keeps no delivery stock. in 
the hands of his agent, the latter forwards 
him daily or several times a week the order- 
forms addressed to him. The orders are then 
executed by the publisher himself, who how- 
ever, does not send the separate parcels di- 
rect to each client, but sends them in a 
Sammelsendung (collective shipment) either 
by post or rail to his agent, who in his tura 
forwards the separate enclosures to the agei.ts 
of the different clients. 

The publisher’s agent sends the books or- 
dered to the bookseller’s agent either by Zu- 
fahren (delivery) on the part of the former 
or by Abholen (to be called for), according 
as the order is urgent or not. In this way 
alt the books ordered reach the agent of tne 
Cologne bookseller, to whom the agent then 
forwards them in a single freight bale or in 
postal parcels; this collective shipment effects 
a saving in postage or freight. 

Thanks to a highly developed business tech- 
nique, a well-trained staff, and a considerable 
simplification of business formalities, the vari- 
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ous phases of this system of order commis- 
sion are gone thru with astounding rapidity in 
Leipzig itself. Especially during the “season,” 
that is, at Easter (schoolbooks!) and Christ- 
mas, enormous quantities of books are dis- 
patched. The extent of the export in general 
can be seen from the institution of Bicher- 
wagen (bookcars). These are for the most 
part cars laden with books, which the rail- 
ways carry in express time, tho at the ordi- 
nary freight tariff. Their numbers and routes 
are seen from the following table:

The general acknowledgment of Leipzig’s 
central position in the German trade is seen 
in the fact that the old Messfrankaturzwang 
(compulsory prepayment at the fairs) is still 
in force to-day: “The goods are to be sent”— 
so read the bookselling trade ordinances of 
1910—“unless otherwise agreed upon, via the 
agency town of Lepzig, that is, the consigner 
has to send them free to the Leipzig agent 
of the consignee.” 


THE SETTLEMENT DAYS IN LEIPZIG 


The bookseller’s business year is the calen- 
dar year. 

Regular settlements of accounts take place 
also once a year, not only in Leipzig, but in 
the other German agency towns—Berlin, Stutt- 
gart and Vienna. These settlements are, how- 
ever, less important than the Leipzig Fair 
Settlements, since they only cover the busi- 
ness done via the agency town itself, or are 
entirely local in their character as in Berlin. 
Formerly, at the Easter Fair in Leipzig— 
the Fair comprised the two weeks following oa 
the third and fourth Sundays after Easter— 
the preparations for payment, that is, the strik- 
ing of balances and the return of unsold sale- 
or-return copies, were carried out for the most 
part in the actual presence of the parties con- 
cerned. The perfecting of the means of traf- 
fic and transport and the rising importance of 











the agency book-trade have led to these prep- 
arations being carried out in advance by the 
help of the agents. The amount owing to 
the publisher from the bookseller is arrived 
at by means of an interchange of settlement 
notes; the remittenden, or unsold copies of 
books ordered on sales-or-return, go back to 
the publisher via the agent, or are reabsorbed 
into the agent’s Leipzig delivery stock; and 
similarly the negotiations as to disponenden, 
desired by the bookseller, that is, a prolonga- 
tion of the term for sale-or-return in the case 
of particular books, are brought to a conclu- 
sion in advance. 

Accounts are made up at the Buchhandler- 
haus, and only among members of the Bor- 
senverein. Accounts are settled on three days. 
On the fourth Monday after Easter the Leip- 
zig agents and a few of the larger booksellers 
pay their accounts with such members of the 
Boérsenverein as collect in person or thru a 
representative, i. e. with the Leipzig and a part 
of the foreign publishers. On the follo./ing 
Saturday a Second Exchange is held for such 
Fair payments as have been delayed in ar- 
rival, and the agents settle at the same time 
as between such booksellers and publishers 
as they represent and who did not appear in 
person on the Monday before. 

As demanded by the more modern develop- 
ments of the book-trade, this latter settling 
day is the more important. Payments are 
made on the clearing-house system, i. e. the 
accounts on both sides are balanced, and only 
the difference is paid in cash. The same sys- 
tem of reckoning has also been adopted by a 
number of the most important agency firms 
and a few of the larger publishers, including 
at the present time in all 32 firms, who settle 
accounts with each other at the exchange 
every Saturday. 

Since the preparations for the Easter Fair 
settlement are no longer carried out in Leipzig 
by the parties concerned in person, and the 
settlement itself is arrived at to a great ex- 
tent thru the agents, the number of visitors 
to the Booksellers’ Fair is less than it used 
to be. Nor does the economical importance 
of the Fair increase in proportion with the 
growing turnover of the whole book industry. 
Many of the retail booksellers settle with the 
publisher in “cash,” i. ¢., they pay thru their 
agent—and therefore still via Leipzig—for 
each separate order, or have quarterly ac- 
counts, so-called Barkonten (cash accounts). 
Direct settlements are also often made by 
means of money-order or cheque. The Leip- 
zig Booksellers’ Fair still retains, however, as 
always, a certain moral importance. It is an 
impressive representative institution of the 
entire German book-trade. Occurring as it 
does coincidently with the yearly meetings of 
the Bérsenverein, the German Publishers’ 
Union, the Union of the District and Local 
Associations, and of other associations, it is 
the place where personal and business friends, 
often coming from great distances, meet each 
other again, and its celebrations and peculiar 


customs make it a living part of the traditions 
of the German book-trade. 
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These figures include pamphlets, of which 207 
were recorded in December. In December, 1915, 689 
new books and 86 new editions were recorded.

ENGINEERING NEWS POINTS OUT 
WHY POSTAL RATES ON MAGAZINES 
ARE AGAINST PUBLIC INTEREST 
Since the United States first became a na- 
tion the task that has engaged the best efforts 
of its ablest statesmen has been the develop- 
ment among its people of the spirit of na- 
tional unity in place of the spirit of sectional- 
ism, says a recent issue of Engineering News. 
Probably no _ other influence has_ been 
so potent during the half century since the 
Civil War in tearing down sectional barriers 
and eliminating prejudices and misunder- 
standings between the North and South and 
East and West as the circulation of national 
publications. It is not often realized that the 
development of these publications of nation- 
wide scope has been made possible by the law, 
enacted since the Civil War, which fixed a 
uniform postal rate for the whole United 

States on all printed matter. 

A bill has just been introduced in Con- 
gress as a “rider” on the post office appropria- 
tion bill, which proposes to tax national jour- 
nals out of existence by placing upon all 
publications a postal rate based on the dis- 
tance of transmission, as follows: Up to 
300 miles, 1 cent a pound; 300 to 600 miles, 
2 cents; 600 to 1000 miles, 3 cents; 1000 to 
1400 miles, 4 cents; 1400 to 1800 miles, 5 cents, 
and over 1800 miles, 6 cents. That this tax, if 
imposed, will greatly restrict the circulation of 
truly national journals there is not the slightest 
doubt. 

A great influence has been exerted on the 
national development during the past half 
century by the journals devoted to literature, 
to science and the arts, to the professions and 
the industries. Doubtless the Congressmen 
who framed this bill have no conception of 
what it will mean to substitute journals of a 
sectional character in place of the national 
journals that have been so important a feature 
of American public life. 

It is only in the journals of national circula- 
tion that we can expect to find public ques- 
tions discussed from the broad point of view 
of the nation’s interests without regard to the 
interests of any particular locality. Surely 
this is too important a matter to be lightly 
passed over. Surely the unity of the nation

something which those in authority at 
Washington may not lightly dismiss.

The Congressmen who' framed this act 
doubtless imagine that the variation of the 
postage rates with the distances which they 
have schemed out corresponds in some meas- 
ure to the cost to the Government of trans- 
mitting the mails. But every engineer familiar 
with modern transportation methods knows 
that under present day conditions the great 
element in the cost of carriage is not the 
hauling over the road, but the terminal ex- 
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pense. This is true of 
ordinary merchandise, such 
as hardware, groceries and 
dry goods. Much more is 
it true of mail matter. 
All questions as to the 
relative cost of the serv- 
ice, however, are truly 
insignificant compared with 
the proposition to place a 
ban on the circulation oi 
national journals.

Ox_p bovks printed cen- 
turies ago have a_ value 
comparable to the value of 
old violins. The recent dis- 
covery of Sir Francis 
Bacon’s own personal copy 
of one of his works, print- 
ed in 1605 and containing 
marginal notes in his own 
handwriting, has _ created 
quite a stir among anti-

quarians. 

The book is_ entitled, 

“The Tvvoo Bookes of 
Francis Bacon; of the  proficience and 


aduancement of Learning, diuine and hu- 
mane.” The credit for finding it, and the 
even greater credit of establishing its authen- 
ticity as Bacon’s own library-copy, must go 
entirely to John Howell, the San Francisco 
publisher and collector of rare books. On 
January 18th, Mitchell Kennerley will place 
the volume at auction at the Anderson Gal- 
leries, New York. 

Howell’s discovery of the volume makes a 
romantic story. His rare book shop at 107 
Grant Avenue is the leading establishment 
of its kind in the West; and is often visited 
by “Baconians” on their ceaseless studies. A 
few months ago a “Baconian,” visiting San 
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Francisco from Denver, 
came into Howell’s shop 
and remarked: 

“By the way, I’ve heard 
of an elderly clergyman in 
San Jose who has an old 
hook that he thinks be- 
longed to Bacon himself. 
Let’s go down and have a 
look at it.” 

Howell readily consented, 
and there followed a fifty- 
mile ride by train and auto. 
The clergyman willingly ex- 
hibited his treasure; but the 
title-page did not bear Ba- 
con’s name, and Howell 
asked: 

“How do you know it 
was Bacon’s copy?” 

“It has been in my family 
for several generations, and 
such is the tradition that 
came down with it,” re- 
turned the owner. “Our 
family lived in Perth, Scot- 
land—I was born there. As 
you see, the cover is the orig- 
inal one, and the leather is 
stamped with a dove. | 
have a letter from the late 
Sir Edward Durning-Law- 
rence, the English scholar, 
stating that this dove was 
Bacon’s binding mark, and 
also that the handwriting in 
the margins looks like Ba-

Howell replied that this 
evidence was scarcely sufti- 
cient. 

“But,” he added, “it would 
be worth while looking into. 
here are a number of old 
copies of this book in exist- 
ence. Of itself it is worth 
probably not over $200. li 
it is proved to be Bacon’s 
personal copy it is worth forty or fifty times 
as much. Let me see what I can do with it.” 

The owner consented and Howell took the 
volume—a small quarto. Its flyleaf was 
marked, “William Constable, Perth,” in an 
old handwriting. 

Howell recalled a clause in the will of 

Francis Bacon, which read: “And to my 
brother Constable I give all my books.” 
_ This “Constable” was, in fact, the brother- 
in-law of Lady Bacon. He inherited Bacon’s 
library. In the light of later developments, 
it is quite probable that “William Constable” 
was one of his descendants, who resided at 
Perth, and gave this book to his fellow-towns- 
man, ancestor of the present owner. 

Howell secured enlarged photographs of 
the marginal annotations. Coming East 
especially for the purpose, he submitted the 
photographs and the original to several schol- 
ars, including Henry B. Winship, the Har-

Judge Baxter in his work on the Baconian 
controversy had reproduced a few scrawls of 
like nature, found on Bacon’s papers; but none 
of them was exactly similar to these. And 
here Howell encountered a piece of rare good 
fortune. It chanced that a book had just ar- 
rived from London, to be sold at auction at 
the Walpole Galleries in New York. It was 
a copy of the “Vitae Philosophorum,” and its 
title-page bore Bacon’s autograph. Incident- 
ally it afterward sold for $675.00. Howell 
examined this volume, which was undoubtedly 
Bacon’s, and found several of its margins 
scrawled with cloverleaves of precisely the 
same form and size as the ones in the “Tvvoo 
Bookes.”

CUSTOMS NOTES 
WORK ON VETERINARY OB.- 
STETRICS ENTITLED TO 
FREE ENTRY AS TEXT-BOOK 

THE question as to whether 
“Fleming’s Veterinary Ob- 
stetrics,” a technical work, 
is entitled to free entry into 
this country as a text-book 
came before General Ap- 
praiser Fischer on appeal 
recently and was decided by 
him in the affirmative (T. D. 
30611-G. A. 7950). 

“We appreciate,” he said, 
“the fact that there are cer- 
tain standard books which 
treat on various scientific 
studies embraced within the 
curriculum of colleges, uni- 
versities, and similar institu- 
tions of historic learning. 
... It is our opinion that 
1915 196 such a book may well be a 
text-book within the purview 
of the law, even tho it may 
not possess the different 
features and characteristics 
peculiar to text-books in less 
advanced studies, such, for 
instance, as are pursued in 
grammar and high schools.” 

Furthermore, the author 
states in his preface that he 
had modified and condensed the 
work so that it would prove a convenient text- 
book, and the complete title of the book is 
“A Text-book of Veterinary Obstetrics.” Com- 
paring the work in question with Everyman’s 
Library, the General Appraiser said: “Unlike 
the books there in question, the work here 
under consideration is primarily a book con- 
taining facts and principles in a particular 
branch of study, to wit, veterinary obstetrics, 
prepared in such form as to be of real value 
to the student in that subject.” 

In answer to the final question as to whether 
the books are actually used in schools, the 
importer showed that every one of the hun- 
dred copies sold during the past year has 
gone to a school or college.

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OBITUARY NOTES 


Dr. W. A. P. Martin, an authority on 
China and things Chinese, died at Peking on 
December 18th, in his ninety-first year. From 
1868 to 1894 he was an advisor of the Chinese 
Government on international relations. He 
was also for twenty years president of the 
Imperial Tung Wen College and after the 
Boxer uprising, of the Wu Chang University. 
He was created a Mandarin of the Third 
Class. Dr. Martin was the author of “A 
Cycle of Cathay,” of “The Siege in Peking” 
and “The Lore of Cathay.” 


HELEN KENDRICK JOHNSON, author and wife 
of Rossiter Johnson, also an author and an 
editor, died on January 3 in her seventy- 
third year. Mrs. Johnson was editor of “The 
Nutshell Series,” 1883; ‘““Poems and Songs for 
Young People,” 1884. She was the author 
of the “Roddy Books,” 1874-76; “Our Familiar 
Songs,” 1881; “Raleigh Westgate,” 1889; 
“Woman and the Republic.” At the time ot 
her death she had just completed the manu- 
script of an ethnological work. She also was 
editor for a number of years of the American 
Woman’s Journal. 


CAPTAIN FREDERICK CouRTENEY SELOUS, 
author and hunter, who accompanied Theodore 
Roosevelt on his African hunting expedition in 
1909, has been killed in action in East Africa, 
according to a telegram received in London 
on January 6. Notwithstanding his age—he 
was then 63—Captain Selous volunteered for 
service at the outbreak of the war and went 
to East Africa with the Legion of Frontiers- 
men, composed of men who knew the coun- 
try. His published books include: “A Hun- 
ter’s Wanderings in Africa,” 1881; “Travel 
and Adventure in South-East Africa,” 1893; 
“Sunshine and Storm in Rhodesia,” 18096; 
“Sport and Travel, East and West,” 1900;

THE MUCH SUPPRESSED story of “Iliodor, the 
Mad Monk,” about Rasputin, “Russia’s Sacred 
Devil,’ (now reported to be dead), is sup- 
pressed again. It was to have appeared in the 
Day, a Jewish newspaper, but the Wahrheit, 
another Jewish daily, to whom Iliodor is also 
alleged to have sold the story, got an injunc- 
tion against the Day. The Metropolitan Maga- 
cine suppressed Iliodor’s story first and is 
being sued by Iliodor. At the same time it 
insists on its right to the story and threatens 
to punish infringement. 

THE PUBLISHERS of Pearson’s Magazine have 
sent out the following postcard announcement : 
“We regret to announce that the January 
number was ordered off the subway news- 
stands. It contains a story of John Wana- 
maker and politics. Shortly before election 
the Democratic National Committee offered 
this story to the New York newspapers in the 
form of a paid advertisement. The New York 
papers have maintained a studied silence about 
Pearson's exclusion from the subway. We 
take this means to advise you that you can 
procure Pearson’s on 2000 stands outside the 
subway in greater New York.” 

CERTAIN SECTIONS of the Corrupt Practices 
Act drafted by Senators Reed, Walsh, Ken- 
yon and Owen and recently introduced into 
Congress would affect periodical publishers as 
well as newspaper publishers. One section. 
for instance, provides that any person or cor- 
poration withdrawing or threatening to with- 
draw patronage, advertising or otherwise, from 
any publication for the purpose of influencing 
its political attitude shall be guilty of a felony. 
The measure further provides that no publica- 
tion shall publish gratuitously any political 
matter during a campaign except that written 
by its own employees unless the matter is 
signed by the real name of the author, and that 
no political advertising matter intended to in- 
fluence an election shall be published unless 
marked “paid advertising matter,” with the 
name of the candidate or committee presenting 
it attached. It further provides that news- 
papers and other publications shall not refuse 
non-libelous political advertising of one party 
if they print that of another opposing party. 
Neither could they charge a rate for political 
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dinary commercial business under penalty of 
denial of the use of the mails for thirty days.

PICK-UPS 
TOO BUSY 


When a thing that really ought to be done 
presents itself, take it and work it out some- 
how without hurry or nervousness even tho 
your hands are already full. Don’t think “1 
am too busy.” And above all don’t say it 
aloud where anyone can hear you. Being 
too busy carries an implication of fussy ac- 
tivity as contrasted with efficient effort. To 
be too busy is necessarily an admission that 
your job is itself too big for you, or that you 
are doing things which do not necessarily be- 
long to your job, or that you are not work- 
ing wisely and efficiently. Pitiless logic in- 
evitably drives your hearers to one of these 
three conclusions. If you are “too busy” you 


ought to resign or reorganize.
